One mistake is made by the compilers of most class books. True to tradition, 
classmate photos are underlined with a few dry facts and figures for the reader's 
casual curiosity. Tombstone epitaphs are no more enlightening. The resulting book 
is an alphabetical photo gallery, the sum total of personalities leaving a blurred and 
tasteless impression. 

The purpose here is to acquaint personally the reader with the class. Every 
group of men has its separate character as typified by the average man. As ade- 
quately as space permits, we introduce our class through the personality of its average 
Cadet. 

Twenty-three years old, he comes to the Air Force directly from civilian life. 
First a military bumpkin at Santa Ana, months of training converted him into a well- 
polished soldier.

His idea of a good time is to 
eat a steak dinner, wine and dance a pleasing Blonde, and to sleep late the next 
morning in the best hotel in town. 

He thinks a lot on the subject of marriage, but balks at the entangling alliance 
until circumstances stabilize. A player-of-the-field with women, he finds variety 
preferable to monopoly, as well as safety in numbers.
